THE CITIZEN SOLDIERS. 

That the mobilization of the Na- 
tional Guard under the order of June 
18 has resulted throughout the Union 
in a muddle eomparable with’ the 
early efforts to assemble a volunteer 
force in 1898 is precisely what might 
have been expected. General O’Rran 
is, of course, quite justified in taking 
pride in the prompt response of :the 
men in’ his command, the National 
Guard of this State, to the President's 


‘cali and in ‘the assembling of so many 


regiments, battalions, and squadrons 
at given points on short notice. But 
the cavalry and field artillery are still 
lacking in horses, while the equipment 
of many of.the units is still defective.

la It Only to: Bind Up Wounds After 
the Fight is Finished? 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The amazing apathy of the American peoble 
in the face of the greatest calamity that hes 
ever befallen the human race is one of the 
strangest circumstances connected with this 
altogether unbelievable war, When the strug- 
gle began I expected to see our/newspapers 
and magazines filled with protests, in the 
name of outraged humanity, against ths 
abpminable anachronism of warfare between 
the most highly civilized nations of the world. 
T took it. for ted that mass meetings 
would be: held all over the country to voice 
“the -herror with which America beheld the 
madness of Europe and to reprobate tha in- 
éxpiable crime committed by a handful of 
misrulers and their advisers in engulfing 
millions ef their fellow-men in fratricidal 
strife. I supposed that in this second decade 
of the twentieth century such sentiments 
would furnish the keynote of neutral com- 
ment, and that mefe academic Aiscussion, 
and even the selfish interests of neutral nee 
tions in the conflict, would be relegated to-a 
subordinate place. Se emphatically has the 
reverse’ been the case tWkt Samuel Har- 
den Church’s admirable letter in Tor New 
York Timms of May 28, instead of being a 
typical expression of ideas, is actually start- 
ling in its novelty. 

“The Untaken Part ef Brother's Keeper’ 
fs a text from which sermons ought to be 
preached in every pulpit and editorial articles 
writtén in every newspaper in America. “Why 
have they--not been? Why do we protest at 
the, In a relative sense, utterly insignificant 
episode of the loss of a few American lives 
on torpedoed ships, and not at such wholesale 
horrors as the dev tion ef Poland, the 
Armenian massacres, @ the slaughter and 
mutilation of millions of men on the firing 
line? 

It is true that Americans’ have. been gen- 
erous in giving money to relieve the suffer- 
ings sing from the war. But is this their 
whole duty tothe belligerents? If you, came 
y-upen twe men fighting with deadly weapons, 
ewould you feel that you had no more urgent 
@uty to perform than to bind up their wounds 
after the fight was over? Would you not do 
everything in your power to separate them— 
even, te striking the weapens frem their 
hands, if you haé the requisite stréngth and 
courage? 

The question will probably be asked, What 
can America de to. stop. Ythe war? ‘Very 
much! In the first place, she can give ex- 
pression in no uncertain tones to her utter 
detestation of it. This'she has conspicuously 
failed to do, She can cease to be an indiffer- 
ent onlooker. As the richest nation in the 
world, and the one upon which the belligereats 
must more and more depend for the money 
and munitions without which war is impos- 
sible, she can, having formulated reasonable 
.terms of peace; bring enormous economic 
‘pressure to bear upon any country that re- 
fuses to subscribe thereto, She can mobilize 
her intellectual and. moral forces, not only 
against the prolongation of the present’ war; 
but against the whole infarnous nd imbecile 
business of warfare between ci nations, 
For evety @he spends in increasing her 
own armaments she can spend ten: on a reso- 
lute campaign of education in- behalf of per- 
manent peace. 

Is it not high time that a league of neutral 
nations, with America at the head; made at 
least some decent attempt to persuade the 
| warring mations to’ agree to an armistice 
pending a discussion of the tetms of peace?

Watchman, Finds Large Package in 
Park Row Federal Structure. 


Enough dynamite. to 
ure was found in the south portico of the 
Federal Building, Broadway and Park 
Row, yesterday at 6:30 A, M.. by Blt 
Harris,.a watchman, who. was making 
his last round.'/There were nine and a 
half. sticks of .the explosive, wrappd in a 
newspaper of May 28, 1916,.and this was 
wrapped in coarse brown paper: The 
half sticks of the explosive, wrapped in a 
@ piece of lead pipe 1% inches in. diame- 
ter and 8 inches long. One end -of the 
pipe was closed.

The White Star liner Cedric arrived 
yesterday from Liverpool with only one 
passenger on board. The ship. brought 
$10,000,000 from the Bank of England to
